WARWICKSHIRE CONFERENCE ON MEDICAL 
BENEFIT 

A conference organized by the Warwickshire Insurance Com- 
mittee, and attended by representatives of nearly thirty 
approved societies and of the Warwickshire, Birmingham, and 
Coventry Insurance Committees and the Warwickshire Panel 
Committee, was held recently at Leamington Spa. Mr. S. J. 
Port, chairman of the Warwickshire Panel Committee, pre- 
sided, and a frank discussion took place on various aspects 
of medical benefit. 

A representative of the National Amalgamated Approved 
Society opened by referring to recent claims experience, and 
the effect of influences other than sickness in increasing the 
number of claims. The imposition of the means test in un- 
employment insurance in November last was followed by an 
increase of 15 and of 22 per cent. in the number of claims 
in his society in successive weeks. Another point, said this 
representative, was the manner in which the period of illness 
tended to be completed week or weeks. About 40 per cent. 
of declarations off took place on a Saturday, although there 
was nothing in medicine to suggest that sickness ran in cycles 
of complete weeks, or that incapacity would cease at the 
week-end. On the other hand, a representative of the National 
Union of Railwaymen urged that there was something to be 
said for the Saturday habit—a man felt fair on Friday, better 
on Saturday, and, after Sunday rest, ready to begin work 
on Monday. A representative of the Oddfellows thought that 
unnecessary references to regional medical officers could be 
avoided if more information were given by doctors to the 
societies, and a representative of the Independent Order of 
Rechabites said that the doctor could help very much by 
giving fuller information on the certificate, such as ‘‘ Rheum- 
atism—cannot walk,’’ or ‘‘ Lumbago—in bed,’’ which would 
avoid references and obviate visits. The doctor might also 
say whether the condition was due to industrial disease or 
accident, and, in pregnancy, what stage had been reached. 
A representative of the Ideal Benefit Society suggested that 
practitioners in certifying should adopt the standard laid down 
in the approved societies’ handbook—namely, whether work 
would be injurious to the patient’s condition—and a_repre- 
sentative of the Midland Counties Mutual Benefit Society said

that his society consulted the doctor before referring to the 
regional medical officer, and in nine cases out of ten very 
helpful replies were received. 

Several members of the Warwickshire Panel Committee took 
Dr. D. S. Murray referred to the 
difficulty created by the references to regional medical officers 
after very short periods of certification. Dr. C. R. Lane 
mentioned the demand for certification on certain days of the 
week—a demand which had caused a good deal of friction 
between societies and doctors. Dr. C. H. GReGory raised 
the question of certification in pregnancy and the test that 
should be considered reasonable in certifying. Dr. B. RELToN 
questioned whether the difficulties of the doctors were fully 
appreciated by the societies. The insured population did not 
all appreciate the fact that insurers should do their best to 
avoid that against which they were insured. The feeling was, 
on the other hand, that they were compelled to contribute, 
and they wanted to get something back. 

Dr. W. Duncan, divisional medical officer of the Ministry 
of Health, summed up the discussion on certain points. While 
it was evident that approved societies did not ask for certifi- 
cates on a given day of the week, the agent who called on 
a particular day might delay payment of benefit until the 
week following if the certificate was not forthcoming. He 
also pointed out the significance of some figures quoted in 
the discussion, to the effect that the proportion of persons 
returning to work after reference to the regional medical 
officer was 59 per cent. in 1922 and 63 per cent. in 1931. 
It had to be remembered that in 1922 only selected cases were 
referred, and there was sometimes considerable delay in dealing 
with these, while in 1931 the references were widespread and 
the examinations promptly made; yet there was an actual 
increase in the latter year in the proportion ceasing to draw 
benefit after reference. While it was difficult to understand 
or defend some references, it must not be understood that a 
reference was an aspersion on the certifying doctor. Any 
scheme of benefit by insurance was liable to be checked by 
a referee or assessor, and claims for benefit under the Insurance 
Act were no exception. He added that the Ministry was 
delighted at the enormous improvement made in the reports 
received from practitioners, which indicated a higher standard 
of medical work under the Act than was deemed possible ten 
years ago. 

No resolutions were submitted to the conference other than 
votes of thanks.

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LONDON INSURANCE COMMITTEE 

ANAESTHETIC FEES UNDER THE INSURANCE ACT 
At the meeting of the London Insurance Committee on 
February 25th the proposals of the Panel Committee with 
regard to fees for the administration of anacsthetics came 
forward for approval. Mr. James Skinner, on behalf of the 
Medical Benefit Subcommittee which had been considering the 
matter, said that the distribution schene provided that in 
cases in which the services of a second practitioner were 
required for administering an anaesthetic a fee of half a 
guinea in the case of nitrous oxide and of one guinea in the 
case of any other general anaesthetic was payable to the 
practitioner responsible for providing the services of the 
anaesthetist. The payment for the administration of anaes- 
thetics formed the first charge on the Practitioners’ Fund for 
the area. The Panel Committee considered that the present 
scheme operated inequitably upon practitioners, and that a 
few of them took undue advantage of it. It was therefore 
desirous of discontinuing the special payments for this pro- 
vision, each practitioner being required to provide the services 
of an anaesthetist in suitable cases without special payment, 
the risk of having to provide such services being covered by 
the capitation fee payable to him. The Panel Committee was 
endeavouring to secure the necessary amendment of the regula- 
tions, but as this could not take place for some time it 
proposed to reduce the present scale of fees to the nominal 
sum of one shilling for each administration, whether of nitrous 
oxide or other. The ‘subcommittee was satisfied that the 
Panel Committee had good reasons for desiring to make the 
change, and thought that the Ministry of Health should be 
approached with a view to securing as a temporary expedient 
the amendment of the distribution scheme by the insertion of 
this nominal amount. 

Dr. E. A. Gregg, in reply to a member of the committee, 
said that the Panel Committee had overwhelming evidence 
that the number of administrations of anaesthetics given by 
panel practitioners was not represented by the comparatively 
few claims received ; in other words, practitioners as a class 
were providing anaesthetics on a scale quite out of proportion 
to the claims. Morcover, of the claims which were received 
a certain proportion came from practitioners who had either 
a partner or an assistant who administered the anaesthetic, and 
so the amount claimed was kept within the ‘‘ family.’’ The 
Panel Committee had been driven to the conclusion that in a 
considerable number of cases gas was given when a local 
anaesthetic would have sufficed, so that the question of claim- 
ing a fee might arise. That was very unfair to the vast bulk 
of practitioners who were treating their patients equally 
efficiently without putting them to the inconvenience and 
Giscomfort of a general anaesthetic. It had been even suggested 
that in somne of these cases an anaesthetic might not have 
been given at all, but there were no means cf testing that. 
The number of claims made largely represented those practi- 
tioners who saw an opportunity of obtaining a fee at the 
expense of their colleagues, who were performing the same 
service without claiming a fee at all. This new proposal would 
not interfere with the giving of the anaesthetic whenever it 
was necessary, but it would afford less opportunity for the 
commercially minded to profit. 

The Insurance Committee agreed unanimously to the Panel 
Committee’s proposal. 


Accepiance of Fees for Treatment 

One of the Medical Service Subcommittee cases brought 
forward was that of a practitioner who was alleged to have 
improperly demanded and accepted fees for treatment pro- 
vided for an insured person. The practitioner had advised 
the insured that injections of iron and arsenic would be 
beneficial to her condition, but that he could not give her these 
injections as part of medical benefit because such treatment 
was not included in that to which insured persons were 
entitled. He offered, however, to give her the injections at 
a lower fee than he usually charged. The patient received 
twenty-four injections, and the practitioner charged eight 
guineas. He stated to the subcommittee that he had been 
under the impression that medical benefit was restricted to 
prescriptions for medicaments which ‘‘ could be taken by the 
mouth.’’ The report of the subcommittee stated: 

““In this case the practitioner took over . . . the medical 
care of about 700 insured persons, and he seems from what he 


told us to have had little or no conception of what he y 
re quired to do for those persons. It seems to us that, ona 
to his ignorance of matters on which he should have informed 
himself—a lack of information which resulted in moneta: 
gain to the practitioner—he tended to bring discredit on tke 
medical service under the Act.’’ ; 

The Committee agreed that the practitioner should be 
required to refund to the patient the sum of eight guineas 
(which he had offered to do), and that the Minister of Health 
be asked to withhold a further sum of £10 on account of the 
remuneration due to him. An amendment to faise the 
amount to £15 was not carried.

CURRENT NOTES 


Treasurer’s Cup Golf Competition 

We are asked once more to remind secretaries of 
Divisions and Branches of this competition, which is open 
to all members of the British Medical Association. It js 
hoped that on the occasion of the Centenary Meeting 
there will be a record entry for the final stage, to be played 
off on a course near London during the Meeting. The 
Divisional, or first stage, must be completed by June Ist; 
and that should give ample time even to those Divisions 
which have as yet made no arrangements for a local stage 
of the competition. In case there may be some who have 
not seen the rules they are as follows. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS 
First Stage ; Entrance Fee, 2s. 6d. 

Entries to be handed in to the secretary of the member's 
Division. Arrangements for the first stage to be in the hands 
of a Special Golf Subcommittee (or, failing this, the Executive 
of the Division). The form of the competition to be settled 
locally by the Golf Subcommittee (or Executive), it having 
been decided by the Secretaries’ Conference, 1928, that each 
Division should find its own winner in its own way. The 
handicap under which a member enters should be his lowest 
club handicap (limit handicap 18), and must not be altered 
at any time during the first stage of the competition. The 
first stage of the competition must be completed by June Ist, 
1932. In the event of the winner of the first stage not being 
able to compete in the final stage, the runner-up (with the 
consent of the local Golf Subcommittee) may compete in his 
stead, in order that the Division may be represented. 


Second or Final Stage : Entrance Fee, 5s. 

The winners of the first or Division stage will play off under 
medal-play conditions (handicap) on Friday, July 28th, 1982, 
during the Centenary Meeting of the Association in London, 
The handicap allowed for the final stage of the competition 
will be the lowest handicap of the competitor as at July 29th, 
1932. The winner to be the player. who returns the lowest 
score under handicap. In the event of a tie the winner shall 
be the player who returns the lowest score under handicap 
for the last nine holes. Those entitled to compete in the final 
stage will be advised of the arrangements for the final stage. 

All disputes to be settled by the committce responsible for 
the completion of each stage.

SCHOLARSHIPS AND GRANTS IN AID OF 
SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH 
Scholarships 
The Council of the British Medical Association is pre 
pared to receive applications for Research Scholarships as 
follows: an Ernest Hart Memorial Scholarship, of the 
value of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholarships, 
each of the value of £150 per annum. These Scholarships 
are given to candidates whom the Science Committee of 
the Association recommends as qualified to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relating 
to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease. 
Each Scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October Ist, 1932. A Scholar may be reappointed for 
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not more than two additional terms. A Scholar is not 
necessarily required to devote the whole of his or her 
time to the work of research, but may hold a junior 
appointment at a university, medical school, or hospital, 
provided the duties of such appointment do not interfere 
with his work as a Scholar. 


Grants 
The Council of the British Medical Association is also 
pared to receive applications for Grants for the 
assistance of research into the causation, treatment, or 
vention of disease. Preference will be given, other 
things being equal, to members of the medical profession 
and to applicants who propose as subjects of investigation 
problems directly related to practical medicine.

Applications for Scholarships and Grants must be made 
not later than Saturday, May 2lIst, 1932, on the pre- 
scribed form, a copy of which will be supplied on applica- 
tion to the Medical Secretary of the Association, B.M.A. 
House, Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. Applicants 
are required to furnish the names of three referees who 
are competent to speak as to their capacity for the 
research contemplated.

Meetings of Branches and Divisions 


GLasGow WEsT oF SCOTLAND Brancu: GLascow 
Division 
There was a large attendance of the members of the Glasgow 
Division at the meeting on February 7th, when Dr. Martoy 
Gitcurist presided, and about 180 were* present. 

Dr. McCutcHeon, who spoke first, in general terms, regard. 
ing encroachments, referred to the need for propaganda in the 
press to refute departmental statements. He suggested, how. 
ever, that the latter was work which should be done locally, 
by Division or Branch secretaries or private members, rather 
than from headquarters either in Scotland or England. 

Dr. D. M. Cameron expressed the opinion that the British 
Medical Association was as slow as the League of Nations, 
and that the constitution of the Association was ponderous 
enough to suit the British Empire, but for action it needed 
remodelling. His speech was a plea for quicker action. The 
other speakers included Drs. DunxLtop, WatLace ANDERsoy, 
TurPIE, Murr, Cook, McArpie, and J. I. CAMERON, the 
honorary secretary of the Division. ba 

The corporation is about to appoint eight additional whole. 
time men to do public assistance work, and some of this will 
certainly be domiciliary. When a practitioner wants a case 
admitted to a general municipal hospital the medical officer 
of health sends down one of his staff to see the patient, and 
say which hospital he should be sent to. Dr. Wattace 
ANDERSON took exception to this, and Dr. McArDLe pointed 
out that the general practitioners should be glad to be 
relieved of the work that these men would do, and particu- 
larly the night work. 

Dr. R. W. Craic, the Scottish Medical Secretary, dealt 
with all the points raised, and it was resolved to form a 
small Divisional Medico-Political Committee to watch local 
authority activities, and to take whatever action might be 
possible. 


LANCASHIRE AND CHESHTRE BRANCH: RocupaLe DIvIsion 
A meeting of the Rochdale Division was held in the Rochdale 
Infirmary on February 3rd, when Dr. W. H. Carse, chair- 
man of the Division, presided. 

The Secretary drew attention to Circular D.1. It was 
agreed to ask the Head Office for sufficient copies for the Local 
Advisory Committee and Executive. The secretary reported 
that a subscription of £2 2s. from the Division surplus fund 
had been voted by the Executive to the Sir Charles Hastings 
Memorial Fund ; this was confirmed. 

Dr. J. Srantey Wuite gave a lecture, illustrated by 
cinematograph, on some recent aspects of biological therapy. 
In a most lucid manner he dealt with the latest developments 
of serum, antitoxin, and vaccine therapy, laving special stress 
on the wide field of usefulness of the scarlatina streptococcal 
antitoxin, and the value of Felton’s serum in the appropriate 
types of pneumonia. Immunization, the Schick and Dick 
tests, and many other points in biological therapy were also 
discussed. The film was followed with great interest, and a 
hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. White for his 
instructive lecture. 


METROPOLITAN CountTIEs BRANCH: KENSINGTON DIVISION 
A meeting of the Kensington Division was held on February 
17th at the Hammersmith Hospital, by kind permission of 
Sir Thomas Carev-Evans, when the chair was taken by Dr. 
Cnristixne Murrett, chairman of the Division. 

Lord Dawson oF PENN, in speaking of the proposed British 
Post-Graduate School, said that a fact which struck anyone 
who had a knowledge of places outside Great Britain was 
that the profession of medicine held a high place in the body 
politic in the Dominions and Colonies, and was therefore a 
strong bond of empire between these countries and Great 
Britain. A post-graduate school of medicine would not only 
advance knowledge, but mutual understanding. To attempt 
to provide post-graduate and undergraduate teaching in the 
same hospital was unsatisfactory, if not impossible. In 
arranging where post-graduate facilities could be provided 
they had considered various hospitals, and they had come 
to the conclusion that the Hammersmith Hospital was the 
best suited for the purpose. The Post-Graduate Hospital and 
School would rest on four pillars—the Ministry of Health, 
the London County Council, the Royal Colleges, and_ the 
University of London. The hospital should be a special help 
to the medical profession practising in its neighbourhood. 
It was already carrying out post-graduate work ; at the 
present time there were some beds set aside for plast¢ 
surgery under Sir Harold Gillies, and another group of beds 
were being utilized for the study of lobar pneumonia under the 
auspices of the Royal College of Physicians. 
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They were all aware (Lord Dawson continued) of how tragic 
wasteful pneumonia could be, the way in which it Correspondence 


e strong and healthy equally with the weak, and 
how it was apt to remove, after a few days’ illness, men and 
women in the prime of life with families dependent upon 
them. The treatment of pneumonia by concentrated serum, 
and especially by Felton’s serum, was being viewed with more 
confidence, and further careful investigation of the nature of 
pneumonia and its treatment was much to be desired. He 
appealed to the general practitioners present to send in cases 
of pneumonia in the early stages. He hoped in this way 
that the cases would be a more representative sample of the 

pulation, and not, as had frequently happened in Poor Law 
cases, patients in whom the nutritional factor influenced to 
a large extent the course of the disease. The general practi- 
tioner would be welcomed at the hospital, where he could see 
his cases, and they hoped to make the Post-Graduate School 
a centre of intellectual endeavour. 

The following cases were shown: by Mr. Pomrretr KILner, 
Jastic operations for lupus of nose and for rhinophyma ; by 
{ir MacinboeE (for Sir H. Gillies), plastic operations for double 
hare-lip and cleft palate, for deformity of nose, for under- 
development of mandible, and for severe injuries to face ; 
by Mr. Ceci. WAKELEY, (1) cerebellar cyst, (2) tumour of left 
eighth nerve ; by Mr. Rocyn Jones, (1) two cases of intra- 
capsular fracture of femur, (2) fracture-dislocation of ankle, 
(3) encephalitis lethargica ; by Dr. ArtHuR Morris, (1) 
osteitis fibrosa, (2) carcinomatosis peritonei, (3) Deitl’s crisis 
due to hydronephrosis, (4) Raynaud’s disease. 

The CHAIRMAN conveyed the thanks of the meeting to Lord 
Dawson, and a hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Sir 
Thomas Carey-Evans and the visiting staff.

SurRREY Brancu: RicuMonp Division 

A meeting of the Richmond Division was held at the Royal 
Hospital, Richmond, on February 12th, when Mr. J. W. 
sear was in the chair, and twelve other members were 

resent. 

Mr. C. H. Crawsnaw opened a discussion on abdominal 
disease, referring specially to early symptoms and differential 
diagnosis. He referred to the importance of looking for areas 
of hyperaesthesia and hyperalgesia as helps in differential 
diagnosis, and, where rigidity was present, the importance 
of knowing if it was permanent, as in disease, or if the 
muscle relaxed now and again, as in cases of nervous fright. 
He pointed out also that where there was fluid in the abdomen 
it depended on the composition of the fluid as to what amount 
of rigidity was caused. Thus stomach and bowel contents 
caused immediate and permanent rigidity, blood little or no 
rigidity, and ascitic fluid none at all. 

_The discussion was continued by Dr. Ropertson, Dr. 
VauGHAN PENDRED, and Mr. Heexes. Professor PANNETT, in 
summing up the discussion, quoted cases io illustrate the 
dificulty in diagnosis in patients with pain in the right iliac 
fossa where the trouble was a renal calculus. 

_A vote of thanks was accorded to Mr. Crawshaw for his 
Interesting paper. 


YORKSHIRE BRANCH: LEEDS DivIsIon 
A meeting of the Leeds Division was held at the Medical 
School on February 19th, when there was a record attendance 
of seventy-five. Mr. H. Morriston Davies gave a much- 
appreciated British Medical Association Lecture on the dia- 
gnosis of disease of the lungs and _ pleura, illustrated by 
lantern slides. He said that the establishment of a diagnosis 
might require four degrees of intensity: first, ‘‘ spot dia- 
gnosis,’’ or the realization by the practitioner that the patient 
was organically ill and required further investigation. Secondly, 
the general practitioner investigation. On this the lecturer 
laid great stress on the importance of a full and accurate 
history before proceeding to the ordinary clinical examina- 
tion. Thirdly, radiological, bacteriological, and, if necessary, 
surgical investigation. The lecturer devoted special attention 
to the importance of x rays, and showed several interesting 
slides of patients who were entirely negative to ordinary 
clinical examination, but had well-defined lesions revealed by 
the x rays. Finally, he said that all these methods might 
fail to establish a diagnosis, and admission to a_ special 
institution for prolonged observation be necessary. Even 
then, the lecturer concluded, some patients might pass to 


their grave undiagnosed. 


THE CAPITATION FEE 

Str,—The press has some good tidings for us—a balanced 
Budget and an era of happy prosperity! Coincident with this 
is speculation as to the possibility of the economy cuts being 
restored. In connexion with this, it was conceded by the 
Minister of Health that we should have a prior claim for 
consideration when these ‘‘cuts’’ came up for revision. 
Further, the Insurance Acts Committee, when the capitation 
fee was reduced, reserved the right to reopen the discussion 
at any time. It is to be hoped that the I.A.C. is already 
prepared to carry this reservation into effect at an early date.

ANAESTHETIC FEES UNDER THE INSURANCE ACT 

Sir,—From Dr. Harry Roberts’s letter in the Supplement 
of March 5th one would assume that the operating surgeon 
was in the habit of pocketing these fees, instead of handing 
them to the anaesthetist. This ‘is the course I adopt, and 
so save my self-respect. The views of the London Panel 
Committee, apparently, are that a man who takes the trouble 
to assist a colleague, and who also takes the trouble to 
fit himself to do so, is worth no more to the medical service 
than the man who shirks both effort and study. The 
operating surgeon, as such, does not come into the picture. 
His reward for time spent, ability utilized, to say nothing 
of the expense of instruments and dressings, is merely the 
knowledge that, in the best interests of the patient, in the 
circumstances, he has done his job properly.—I am, etc.,

Sir,—I must again point out that Dr. Roberts in certain 
respects misunderstands the effect of abolishing the payment 
of anaesthetic fees. He stated that it was greatly to the 
advantage of the majority of London panel doctors that the 
few who performed surgical operations under a general anaes- 
thetic should receive no additional payment for so doing. 
Actually, the benefit to the non-operating practitioner could 
not amount to more than 2s. 6d. per annum, the money saved 
in anaesthetic payments being distributed among approxi- 
mately 2,000 panel practitioners in London. (The total sum 
paid in anaesthetic fees by the London Panel-Committee for- 
1931 amounted to £250.) One would hardly regagd. this as 
constituting an amount which justified Dr. Roberts in his, 
statement. ,He is apparently unaware that in many parts 
of the country no payment is made for an anaesthetic, at the 
present time, by Panel Committees. In these areas the practi- 
tioners arrange among themselves the administration of anaes- 
thetics when they are required, and as the arrangement is 
a reciprocal one, no fees change hands. There are numerous 
conscientious panel practitioners in London who adopt a 
similar arrangement for exchange of service, although they 
are entitled to claim in the London area for such service. 

I again emphasize that the panel patient will not suffer in 
any way as a result of abolishing anaesthetic fees provided 
that practitioners have a proper conception of the terms of 
service. I dealt in my last letter with the question of 
referring to hospital panel patients requiring a general anaes- 
thetic. It is a question affecting the panel practitioner 
exclusively, and I maintain that, by abolishing the anaes- 
thetic fee, practitioners will arrange gratuitous reciprocal 
service in the matter of the provision of general anaesthetics, 
and this will lead to more co-operation generally.—I am, etc.,
